Ever-Changing 
Programs  Help 
NSC  Keep  Pace 

The  Louisiana  State  Board  of 
Education  approved  in  December 
the  offering  by  Northwestern 
College  of  the  Education  Special- 
ist degree. 

This  marks  the  first  time  that 
the  college  will  offer  a  degree  be- 
yond the  master's. 

The  new  program  is  expected 
to  fill  a  need  for  a  unified  pro- 
gram for  teachers  pursuing  30 
graduate  hours  beyond  the  mas- 
ter's degree. 

Earlier,  the  Board  had  ap- 
proved new  two-year  Associate 
Degree  programs  in  business  and 
industrial  technology. 

This  spring  Northwestern  will 
offer  a  Master  of  Business  Ad- 
ministration   degree    program. 

The  college  Committee  on  Cur- 
riculum and  Instruction  has  ap- 
proved this  fall  four  programs  to 
be  offered  by  the  School  of  Ed- 
ucation and  the  School  of  Ap- 
plied Arts  and  Sciences. 

Interior  Design  will  be  a  pro- 
gram offered  jointly  by  the  De- 
partments of  Art  and  Home 
Economics. 

A  second  curriculum  approved 
for  the  School  of  Applied  Arts 
and  Sciences  is  Home  Economics 
and  Secretarial  Administration. 

In  the  School  of  Education,  two 
programs  were  approved,  a  Li- 
brarianship  Curriculum  in  Ele- 
mentary Education  and  a  Librar- 
ianship  Curriculum  in  Secondary 
Education. 

A  new  curriculum  initiated 
this  fall  in  the  Department  of 
Home  Economics  through  the 
School  of  Education  is  entitled 
Early  Childhood  and  Family  Life 
Education.  The  program  meets 
certification  requirements  for 
nursery  school  day  care,  kinder- 
garten, and  teaching  in  the  pri- 
mary grades. 

In  keeping  with  the  present 
trend  toward  the  establishment 
of  public  school  kindergarten, 
the  School  of  Education  also 
added  this  fall  a  new  program 
in  the  area  of  Kindergarten-Pri- 
mary Education. 

Also  initiated  this  fall  was  a 
master's  degree  program  for 
Reading  Specialists.  The  pro- 1 
gram,  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Mildred  H.  Bailey,  is  designed 
to  provide  a  specialty  in  reading

Plan  Growth, 
Development 
Of  College 

Plans  for  expansion  and  im- 
provement of  the  physical  plant 
have  been  drafted  and  a  list  of 
priorities  recommended  to  the 
Louisiana  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, according  to  an  announce- 
ment by  President-elect  Arnold 
R.   Kilpatrick. 

Two  new  dormitories,  a  dining 
hall,  and  the  Student  Union 
Building  were  opened  this  fall. 
Formal  acceptance  of  the  School 
of  Nursing  building  in  Shreveport 
was  granted  Thursday,  Jan.  5 
and  classes  were  scheduled  to 
begin  in  late  January  in  the  new 
$775,000   structure. 

Under  construction  currently 
is  the  $3.2  million  Arts  and 
Sciences  building,  which  is  ex- 
pected to  be  the  largest  class- 
room structure  on  any  college 
or  university  campus  in  Louis- 
iana. 

Ancient  Caldwell  Hall  is  un- 
dergoing major  rennovation  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $400,000,  sev- 
eral times  its  cost  when  built  in 
1906. 

In  the  blue  print  stage  is  a 
new  teacher  education  building 
which  is  estimated  will  cost 
$2,000,000. 

A  building  to  house  the  new 
CENTRAX  telephone  system  is 
being  constructed  at  a  cost  of 
approximately  $10,000. 

Included  in  a  priority  list  of 
projects  proposed  for  the  college 
were:  a  new  women's  gymnasium 
to  cost  $1,500,000;  an  addition  to 
Demon  Stadium;  an  extension  to 
W  i  1  1  i  a  m  so  n  Hall,  biological 
sciences  building;  rennovation  of 
the  former  Student  Center  at  an 
approximate  cost  of  $100,000; 
rennovation  of  a  wing  of  West 
Hall,  men's  dormitory;  and  ad- 
ditional parking  lots  costing 
some   $50,000   to   $60,000. 

All  of  the  projects  in  the  prior- 
ity list  are  subject  to  final  ap- 
proval by  the  State  Board  of 
Education  and  the  availability  of 
necessary  funds.

Announce  1967  Tours  to  West  U.  S.,  Europe 


The  Department  of  Social 
Sciences  announces  continuance 
of  annual  summer  educational 
tours  with  trips  planned  to 
Europe  and  the  Western  United 
States,   beginning    Aug.    3. 

Announcement  of  the  1967 
tours  was  made  by  Dr.  Yvonne 
Phillips,  head  of  the  department. 

The  European  tour  begins  with 
a  flight  from  New  York  to  Shan- 
non Airport  in  Limerick,  Ireland. 
Following  a  tour  of  Limerick  and 
a  two-day  private  coach  tour  of 
southern  Ireland,  participants 
will  fly  to  London.  Continuing 
on  to  Oslo  in  Norway,  Stockholm 
in  Sweden  and  Copenhagen  in 
Denmark,  the  tour  includes  both 
East  and  West  Berlin.  Final  stop 
is  Paris  before  return  to  New 
York. 


A  feature  of  the  United  States 
tour  is  an  optional  six-day  side 
trip  to  Hawaii,  which  is  being  re- 
peated by  popular  demand.  Dr. 
Phillips  said. 

Points  of  interest  in  the  tour 
include  the  Grand  Canyon,  Petri- 
fied Forest,  Painted  Desert,  Zion 
and  Bryce  National  Parks,  Las 
Vegas,  Los  Angeles,  San  Francis- 
co, Sacramento,  Lake  Tahoe  and 
Carson  City,  Virginia  City,  Reno 
and  Ely,  Nev.,  Salt  Lake  City  and 
Mesa  Verde  National  Park. 

Six  hours  of  undergraduate  or 
graduate  credit  may  be  secured 
through  special  arrangement 
with  college  officials.  Reserva- 
tions may  be  made  by  writing 
to  the  Department  of  Social 
Sciences   at  the   College.

Northwestern's  national  champ-  j 
ion  gymnastics  team  successfully  ! 
defended  its  title  during  the 
Christmas  holidays  in  the  Nation- 
al Clinic  Championships  at  Sara- 
sota, Fla.  , 

Sei  Ito  of  Northwestern  won 
the  all-around  title,  and  the 
Demons'  Richard  Loyd  was  third 
in  all-round.  Both  Ito  and  Loyd 
placed   in  every  event. 

Northwestern  landed  five  men 
on  the  11-man  South  squad  which 
was  chosen  to  compete  against 
the  North.  Demons  named  were 
Ito,  Loyd,  Bob  Herrmann,  John 
Ellis   and   Bob   Carreiro. 

Martinez  was  chosen  to  coach 
the  South  squad  for  the  second 
straight  year  and  guided  the 
team  to  a  62-58  victory.  It  was 
the  first  time  in  the  18-year  his- 
tory of  the  event  that  a  coach 
has  been  named  two  straight 
years  to  guide  the  all-star  team. 

It  was  also  announced  at  the 
clinic  that  Martinez  will  coach 
the  United  States  squad  in  the 
Pan  American  Games  in  Canada 
during  August. 


Dodd,  Reding  Participate 
In  Senior  Bowl  Contest 

For  the  first  time  in  history. 
Northwestern  was  represented 
this  year  in  the  Senior  Bowl  foot- 
ball game  at  Mobile,  Ala. 

Tight  end  Dick  Reding  and 
safety  Al  Dodd  startc-d  in  the 
18th  annual  Senior  Bowl  game, 
which   was   nationally  televised. 

Reding,  a  future  draft  choice 
last  year  of  the  Washington  Red- 
skins, was  playing  for  Redskin 
coach  Otto  Graham,  who  an- 
nounced that  Reding  has  signed 
a  contract  with  the  Washington 
squad. 

Dodd,  a  17.5-p()under  who  set 
a  national  colh'giate  record  for 
pass  interceptions  during  his 
career,  was  one  of  the  most  hon- 
ored gridders  in  the  game. 


Glen  Gossett,  who  received  his 
Master's  Degree  from  Northwest- 
ern in  1957,  has  been  appointed 
head  football  coach  and  assistant 
athletic  director  at  Northwestern. 

Defensive  line  coach  at  South- 
ern Methodist  University  for  the 
past  five  years,  Gossett  is  a  na- 
tive of  Hot  Springs,  Ark. 

An  outstanding  athlete  at  Mal- 
vern, Ark.,  High  School,  Gossett 
received  his  bachelor's  degree 
from  Northeast  Louisiana,  where 
he  was  captain  of  the  football 
team  for  two  years  and  also 
starred  in  basketball  and  base- 
ball. 

Gossett,  38,  has  done  work  to- 
ward his  doctorate  at  the  Uni- 
versitj'  of  Kentucky  and  the  Uni- 
versity   of    Arkansas. 

He  will  assume  the  head 
coaching  duties  from  Jack  Clay- 
ton, who  asked  to  be  appointed 
full-time   athletic   director. 

After  graduation  from  North- 
east, Gossett  spent  two  years  in 
the  U.  S.  Army.  He  was  a  1st 
Lieutenant  in  the  Military  Police 
Corps. 

In  1955,  he  went  to  Homer  high 
school  as  assistant  football  and 
head  track  coach.  Two  years 
later,  Gossett  became  head  coach 
at  Homer  and  developed  a  team 
that  carved  a  spot  for  himself 
and  Homer  High  School  in  the 
state's    gridiron    history    books. 

Labeled  the  Iron  Men.  the  1957 
Homer  squad  rolled  to  an  11-2-1 
record  after  finishing  with  a 
1-9-1  mark  in  1956.  The  team, 
made  up  of  only  19  men,  lost  in 
the  Class  AA  state  championship 
finals. 

In  1958,  Gossett  guided  Homer 
to  a  tie  for  the  District  1-AA 
championship  with  a  7-3-1 
record. 

Gossett   started   the   track   pro- 
gram at  Homer  in  1955  and  won  i 
the  district  championship  in  1956. ! 
His    1957    cinder    squad    finished 
second  in  the  state  in  Class  AA. 

In  1959,  Gossett  moved  to 
Eastern  Kentucky  as  assistant 
football    and   head   track    coach. 

He  got  his  start  in  the  South- 
west Conference  in  1961  when  he 
became  defensive  coach  of  the 
Arkansas  freshman  team.  The 
1961  Arkansas  frosh  went  through 
the  season  unbeaten  and  gave  up 
only   one   touchdown. 

In  charge  of  the  defensive  in- 
terior line  at  SMU  since  1962, 
Gossett  helped  guide  the  Mus- 
tangs to  an  8-2  record  this  sea- 
son and  a  berth  in  the  Cotton 
Bowl.  SMU  was  second  in  rush- 
ing defense  in  the  Southwest 
conference  this  season  and  was 
first  in  overall  defense  last  year. 

Head  track  coach  at  SMU  for 
the  past  two  seasons,  Gossett 
piloted  the  freshman  cinder 
team  to  the  conference  champ- 
ionship in  1965,  His  1966  relay 
team  won  eight  major  relay 
titles,  including  the  Drake  and 
Texas   Relays.
